Whitney and O'Brien 

Confess the Murder of Addison B. Chinn, 
of Lexington. 

They Are Taken to Louisville to Escape a Mob— Speedy Trial 
Promised-- Death Sentence Should be Imposed. 



On Wednesday morning Earl 
Whitney, an accomplice in the 
murder of Addison B. Chinn, the 
dry goods merchant of Lexington, 
confessed that the deed was done 
by him and his accomplice, Claude 
O'Brien on Saturday morning pre 
ceedinjj, although he says O'Brien 
fired the shot. 

He tells of their coming to Lex- 
ington from Louisville, how on 
Saturday night they entered the 
houses of O. L. Slade and M. C. 
Alford in Lexington and stol^ a 
pistol from each place ; that they 
then went to the Chinn residence; 
he tells of the entrance through a 
window, their going to Chinn's 
room, their demand for money, the 
reply from Chinn that there was 
no money, but to get what they 
wanted; that Mr. Chinn while sit- 
ting on the bed was shot by O'Brien 
with the Slade pistol . of the fight 
in the hall with the son, Asa 
Chinn; of their escape from the 
residence; the throwing of three 
pistols under a tool house at the 
Cincinnati Southern depot, and "of 
their hiding in a freight car where 
they were arrested. The pistols 
were found as he said. 

When the fact was known that 
a confession was made, excitement 
began to grow, and by evening an 
angry assembly was at the court 
house clamoring for the prisoners- 

The danger of mob violence was 
imminent, so the authorities hur- 
ried the prisoners through the rear 
of the jail premises, and caught 
the delayed C. Jc O. express en- 
route to Louisville, outside of the 
city, (by arrangement with con- 
duotor.) 

The prisoners were landed at 
the Louisville jail. Enroute to 
that city O'Brien also told of the 
murder, but says that Whitney did 
the killing.
